A BLOODY BATTLE.

There was some small 
fighting in the ninth and tenth rounds but 
there was no severe punishment adminis- 
tered. The eleventh round both men ap- 
proached each other as if determined then to 
knock each other out. The fight began in 
earnest. Blow after blow was rained 
and it looked fora moment as thougn Brien 
would do up his antagonist. Fitzsimmons 
seemed to realize this and picking up enough 
courage ran at Brien, and with a horribie 
righthander uncer the chin downed him and 
won the battle. 

Brien lay motionless and could not respond 
to the call of time and in consequence Fitz- 
simmons was given the ght. Both men are 
of the same height and were 
in fair trim. They were badly 
cut and bruised about tue face and presented 
an awful s tacle. The battle occupied’ex- 
actiy one hour. They crossed the river for 
home about midnight. 


WHY BEAN WAS RELEASED. 


A Decision of Importance Rendered by 
Judge Noonan To-Day. 


Judge Noonan rendered an opinion ona 
point of interest to-dayin the case of S. J. 
Bean, charged with embezzling $100 from 
Selmar Hess, a New York publisher. 
Bean was employed here as an agent 
for Hess and employed men to work for them, 
requiring.a deposit of $100 apiece from them. 


He never turned the deposits over to 
the firm, but went to Pennsyl- 
vanisa. Patrick O’Toole, who had 


deposited $100 with Bean, had him arrested 
and brought back on a charge of fraud. At 
the preliminary hearing Judge Noonan dis- 
charged Bean, holding it to be a case of embez- 
ziement. He ordered that a warrant be issued 
charging him with embezzling $100 from Sel- 
mar Hess, asthe firm required such deposits 
and had not received it from Bean wh3n made 
by O’Toole. Bean’s attorney moved that the 
information be quashed on the ground thata 
man could not be extradited on one charge and 
then tried on another without being given an 
opportunity to return from the foreign State 
from which he had been extradited. Judge 
Noonan sustained the motion, holding that 
such action would be a breach offaith. Bean 
was therefore released.

WASHINGTON, D. C., 
report of the Committee on Ways and Means 
upon the Senate amendment raises the con- 
atitutional point that the bill, as it came from 
the Senate, is a violation of the provisions of 
the Constitution allowing the House of Repre- 
sentatives power to originate revenue Dills, 
Therefore, the accompanying resoluticn di- 
recta the return of the billtothe Senate. The 
remainder of the report is devoted to 
an explanation of the points of differ- 
ence between the Senate and House bills 
and an argument intended to prove that 
the Senate bill is in no sense a proper amend- 
ment of the House bill. The committee, at ita 
meeting this morning, practically decided to 
report a bill making an estimated reduction in 
the revenue of about $50,000,000. After read- 
ing the report on the Senate tariff bill submit- 
ted this morning, the committee took up for 


consideration a revenue reduction bill intro- 
duced by Mr. McMillen of Tennessee. The 
bill was read through, but pending a vote the 
hour of adjournment arrived and the com- 
mittee adjourned. The oll is substantially 
the same as the Mills bill, with the exception 
that the cotton and chemical schedules of the 
latter bill are struck out, as is also the iron 
sobedule, with the exception of the provisions 
relating to pig iron, railroad ties, structural 
iron and tin- plate.

THE WORK DELAYED. 


Further Suppression of the Dives Waiting 
on Judge Valliant’s Decision. 


The rush of applicants for dram-shop 
licenses at the Collector’s office occasioned 
by the arrests of unlicensed keepers 
of saloons last week fell of when 
the arrests were stopped. After 1,425 licenses 


had been issued the applications were reduced 
to less than a dozenaday. To-day the Col- 
lector’s force was almost wholly unemployed, 
the citizens willing to purchase yy eee 
pensing privileges being absent. The total 
number of saloons now operating in St. 
Louis is thought to be less than sixteen hun. 

red or more than one hundred less than six 
months ago. This decrease has been caused 
in part by energetic action in the suppression 
of the dives. A dozen dives have been closed 
by force and others have been closed volun- 
tarily, as their proprietors had no disposition 
to enter into a fight for a license. The 
brewers have closed all their un table 
‘*branches’’ or depots, and the larger 
brewers are discontinuing the maintenance 
of such saloons. The small brewers must 
either own saloons or give large discounts, 
and the former has seemed 
them heretofore to be the most 

rofitable. One brewer owns thirteen sa- 
oons in various portions of the city; several 
brewers have filve, and all but the three 
leaders in the trade have two or three. The 
men in charge of these saloons are sometimes 
only employed as barkeepers. Others have 
an interest inthe profits ofthe conoern, and 
still others rent the saloon for a nominal sum 
and buy their beer of the owner. The licenses 
are issued in the name of the man 
in charge. Louis Obert, the brewer, claims 
that the saloon at 1200 Franklin avenue, to 
which J. O. Jacobson’s name was attached, 
was owned by him (Obert), and he talked of 
suing the Collector when the latter refused to 
license Jacobson, against whom there were 
charges of maintaining an immoral resort. 
Jacobson was removed from in charge 
of the place and another man pat in charge. 
He was arrested during last week's raid for 
keeping a saloon without a license. 

The Collector does not wish to take any de- 
cisive action on the applications of other 
dramshop-keepers against whom he has 
heard objections urged until Judge Val 
liant renders his decision in the matte 
of Jacob E. Esher's attempt to compel the Col- 
lector to issue license by mandamus. The 
matter is before the Judge on the Collector's 
motion to quash, and was fully heard two 
weeks ago. A decision is expected on next 
Monday morning. If the Judge suStains 
the Collector’s position—tnat at the be- 
ginning of the second six months of the 
municipal year the Collector can issue or re- 
fuse to issue a license to a dram-shop, that he 
is not bound to issue a license for the second 
half of the year because he issued one for the 
first half—there will be a number of 
saloons closed, as the Collector will 
refuse to issue licenses for them. If 
the Judge falls to sustain the Collector John 
Davis Dietring’s dive at Eleventh and Locust 
strevts, Fletcher & Brophy's dive at 15 South 
Sixth street, Richard Helbing’s dive on South 
Seventh street, and other resorts as disrep-

The route of the proposed excursion will be 
via Buffalo, Cleveland, Pittsburg, Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Nashville, Atlanta. Birmingham. Decatur, 
Anniston, Richmond, Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia. Scranton, Harrisburg, New 
York, Boston, Montreal and Ottawa. At the 
larger cities, such as Chicago, I yg 
Boston and New York, two days will be 
allowed, but the stay in other places will be 
limited to a day. Arrangements were 
made with the Puliman Co. yesterday, 
S. J. Ritchie of Akron, O., represent- 
ing the parties interested in the movement.

ernment in the principal cities of the civ- 
Uized world, and thus to improve our own , 
by promoting more pertinent organiza- 
tion and more intelligent action on the 
part of voters in municipal elections, 

So me such work is needed to deliver city 
elections from a disturbing entanglement 
with external politics. The party organ- 
zations that compete for control of our 
cities seldom go to the people on distinct- 
ive schemes of municipal policy. They 
act as local garrisons or foraging parties 
of two great national armies arrayed 
against each other on questions or prin- 
ciples that have no more direct reference 
to city ordinances and municipal admin- 
istration than they havetothe manage- 
ment of a bank, a steamboat com- 
pany or other business corporation. They 
succeed too often in turning city elections 
into mere contests of party feeling, having 
no relation to any question of municipal 
policy. While a party majority thus 
obtained can secure party leaders the 
patronage and spoils of municipal control, 
we look in vain for competing schemes of 
progress in city government, and can 
expect nothing therein but the oldroutine 
of scrambles and scandals. 

Cities are the seminaries of liberal prin- 
ciples and political progress, and should 
be the best exemplars of local self-gov- 
ernment. That they are not is largely, if 
not wholly, accounted for by the absence 
of strictly municipal parties, and by the 
control exercised oyer city elections and 
city affairs by parties of extraneous origin 
and connections. It is this that keeps so 
many city voters following blindly in old 

arty ruts that nowhere touch any real 
question of municipal concern. It is this 
that keeps the boss and the boodler in 
power until his rule becomes unbearable 
and a local split in the party or a strictly 
municipal organization of citizens of both 
parties rescues the city. 

Such outbursts of local intelligence and 
independence in any city are hailed with 
joyous acclamations the whole country 
over. Their frequent recurrence is re- 
garded as the indispensable corrective of 
our adherence to misfit party organiza- 
tions in city elections. If we cannot just 
yet make the corrective permanent and 
get rid of the misfits altogether, we can 
approximate such a consummation by 
means of local organizations like this of 
Boston, to teach voters the science of 
municipal government and thus force 
existing parties to bave more regard for 


the proper ends thereof.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 


It appears from the vote which produced 
the resignation of the Ministry that a new 
Cabinet will be constrained to.favor a 
policy more in accordance with the Bou- 
langer programme. 

To the proposal,to adjourn the revision 

debate for one week the Ministry objected 
and was sustained by a vote of 375 to 173. 
But on FLOQUET’s statement that the 
Ministry would oppose dissolution and 
take up revision after the scrutin d’ar- 
rondissement bill, a motion to postpone 
the revision debate indefinitely was car- 
ried by a vote of 307 to 218, and the 
Chamber was surprised by the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry when nothing imply- 
ing an intention to make the vote a 
cabinet question had been said. 

The obvious interpretation of this vote, 
however, is that a majority favored disso- 
lution and a reference of the revision 
question to the people in the election ofa 
new Chamber. It certainly was a con- 
demnation of the ministerial programme 
of holding the revision question away 
from the people and where it is subject to 
the Senate’s veto. Doubtless enemies of 
the Republic helped to win this victory 
for BOULANGER’S efforts to secure a refer - 
ence to the people of the question of con- 
voking a constituent assembly for revis- 
ion purposes, But whether they accom- 
plish anything by favoring his movement 
remains to be seen. :

The following statement from the City 
Comptroller’s books shows the semi- annual 
returns of gross receipts made under oath by 
Mr. E. A. Smith, Secretary of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. of Missouri andthe amounts of 
taxes paid thereon; at the rate of 2% per cent 
as prescribed by ofdinance: *

F. Durant, 
Manager of the Telephone Co., testified under 
oath before the House of Delegates Commit- 
tee that the gross receipts of his company for 
the year 1877 were $227,000. On Wednesday, 
February 6, 1889, Mr. Durant stated to the 
Committee on Municipal Corporations at 
Jefferson City thatthe gross receipts of the 
Bell Telephone Co.at St. Louis were $227,000 for 
the year 1687. Thespecial tax of 24 per cent 
on the gross receipts of $227,000 for the year 
1887 should have been $5,675. The agreement 
to pay this semi-annual tax of 24% per cent on 
its gross receipts is one of the conditions upon 
which the Telephone Co. was granted the right 
to occupy with its poles and wires the streets 

and public places of St. Louis. 

Ifthe statement of Mr. Durant made under 
Oath that the gross receipts of his company 
for the year 1887 were $227,000, on which the 
tax paid should have been $5,675, is the truth 
and correct, then the sworn statement of Mr. 
E.A. Smith, Secretary, made to the City 
Comptroller, that the gross receipts for the 
year 1887 were $165,363.92, on which the tax 
paid was $4,134.10, isnot only not the truth 
but the city of St. Louis has been defrauded 
out of $1,541. If, on the other hand, the sworn 
statement of Mr. E. A. Smith, Secretary of the 
telephone company, is correct and the truth, 
then how does Manager Durant account for 
his statement?

The Stock Yard Bill in the House—Nomina- 
tions Confirmed. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., February 15.—The regula- 
tion of stock-yards engaged the attention of 
the Housethis morning. The struggle was 
short, but very sharp. The bill under con- 
sideration was that of Mr. Jones 
ot Sangamon County. The Cook 
County members undertook to commit the 
bili to the Corporations Committee. This was 
lost. Then a motion was made to amend by 
substituting an entirely different bill, but this 
was lost,and the bill was ordered to third 
reading without amendment. It establishes a 
rate of 15 cents for the yardage of mules 


and horses, 8cents for cattle and for sheep 
and hogs; allows 75 per cent above the cur- 
rent market price for feed and 
forage, and prohibits charges for 
water. It is substantially the bill 
demanded by the State Grange and it is be- 
lieved the House will pass it. The rest of the 
House session was occupied on the great 
Chicago drainage scheme, the bill being read 
by sections for amendment. It was then re- 
ported to the House.

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MILLIONS SQUANDERED. 


WORK ON COUNT DE LESSEPS’ PANAMA Ca- 
NAL PRACTICALLY ABANDONED. 


Over $250,000,000 Sunk in the Scheme—An 
American Railroad Man's Statement of 
the Condition of Affairs—Thousands of 
Men Thrown Out of Work — Trouble 
Feared. P 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drspatcn. 

NEW YORK, February 15.—Two hundred and 
fifty million dollars sunk in the Panama Canal 
scheme and the work practically abandoned. 
That is the condition of affairs as stated bya 
railroad man who recently returned to New 
York after a two vears’ residence down there. 
He says there is no question about the canal 
project being a failure and that within a short 
time work will entirely cease and everybody 
who can do so will abandon the scene ot De 
Lesseps’ folly’’ which started with such a 
flourish of trumpets. The informant telle a 
remarkable story of the recklessness with 
which money was squandered on the proposed 
canal and says every statement he makes will 
soon be verified by official information. The 
situation, as he pictures it, is as foliows: 

When the last mall left the Isthmus only a 
few small gangs of men were making any pre- 

tense of continuing work, 
and it was conceded tnat 
they must stop in a few 
weeks at furthest. The 
last important desertion 
2 from the work took place 

February 1, when the

Count DeLesseps. not need them again. At 
one time as many as 50,000 negroes, mostly 
from Jamaica, were employed on the canal. 
From time to time the men were discharged. 
They became turbulent as the unemployed in- 
creased in number, and the Colombian Gov- 
ernment found it necessary to place on duty a 
large guard of soldiers and have the line of 
the Panama Railroad patrolled to pre- 
vent outbreaks. The negroes were 
paid small wages, and being  shift- 

less saved nothing. They drew their money 
in small sums and when they happened to 
have more jthan was necessary to buy rum 
they rode out the surplus on the railroad 
trains and, consequently, when discharged 
were penniless. American, French and En- 
glish men-of war are at anchor in the bay at 
Colon, ready to protect the citizens of their 
respective countries if necessary. Not only 
on the canal, but also on the railroad a large 
rumber of men have been 

THROWN OUT OF WORK. 

When canal building was being pushed there 
were four passenger trains run on the rail- 
road, but now two are more than sufficient 
and half of the force has been discharged, and 
those still at work are threatened with a re- 


pi 


duction of wages. This is the dry season, / 


and there is consequently not so much sick- 
+ ness as there will be when the wet season sets 
in. Then, unless the idie men are returned to 


their homes, it is fearea they will die off like 


sheep. When the Compagnie Universeile 
Transatlantique began work in 1880, it gave out 
no — but prepared to di the canal 
itself, and, under the liberal idance of 
Count De Lesseps made ample vision for 
such comforts as that sec- 
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the canal company’s employes were on 
an equal scale. ‘ithin the past two years the 
streets of Colon, which were previously al- 
most the consistency of mortar, bave been 
macadamized and the principal street has a 
substantial board pavement. Before these 
improvements were made the only wheeled 
vessel in the city was a carriage provided for 
the hospital nurses, but now cabs abound. 
All along the proposed line of the canal money 
has been lavishly expended for the comfort 
and even luxury of the company’s officers, 
all of whom lived while the bubble 
floated like princes. This extravagance had 
a counterpartin the way money was thrown 
away on the work of canal digging until three 
or four years ago, when contracting began, 
and altogether there is very littie to show for 
the vast outiay of $250,000, which is said to 
be the amount sunk. 

The only water course actually developed by 
the work is from Colon to.Bohio, a distance 
of thirteen miles. This work was chiefly 
through marshes and was done by an Ameri- 
can dredging company. The only hard work 
was at Meptoa, where for a distance of tnree 
or four hundred yards blasting was necessary 
owing to rock obstructing the way. 
This section is a comparatively small 
fraction of the entire work projected, 
as the other thirty-four or thirty-five 
miles of the canal were surveyed over mount- 
ains, some of them bristling with rock. On 
the Culeda considerable work was done, but it 
was not anywhere nearly finished and eilse- 
where very little was accomplished. On the 
basis of previous expenditures it is estimated 
that $1,000,000 ,000 would be required to 

FINISH THE CANAL. 

As an evidence of the manner in which 
money was squandered, it ie stated that ex- 
pensive and valuable engines and other 
macijnery, taken there from Belgium 
and France, weredumped upon the commons 
and not even covered up or otherwise pro- 
tected from the elements. Much of this ma- 
chinery was never used, but still lies where it 
was unloaded. Some of the machine 
hag been overgrown with rank weeds, whic 
abound in that section. 

Pe. when inaugurating his work, 
announced that the canal would be thrown 
open to the public in 1889, but that year will 
be memorable only as marking the abandon- 
ment of the enterprise, probably never to be 
resumed. Everybody 
intensely nervous, 
do a0 are preparing to 
merchants are closing up théir business as 
rapidly as possible, and many of them are 
awaiting news from the United States, with a 
view of going to Nicaragua, as they have 
faith in that canal project. Some of the canal 
contractors are said to have been badly caught 
by the collapse of the scheme, and some of 
them have gone to France, hoping to secure 
at least a portion of the money due them. 

The American Dredging Co. is among the 
concerns reported not to have been paid in 
full, and its representative has gone to Paris. 
Americans have suffered to a considerable ex- 
tent 57 the cessation of work, as all of 
the railroad employes and the dredging com- 
pany’s workmen are from this country. The 
canal company’s employes, except the 
laborers, all of whom are negroes, are, as a 
rule, Frenchmen, and they are grumbling 
loudly about unpaid salaries. Asan evidence 
of the complete collapse of Panama’s bright 
prospects, itis mentioned that while the Gov- 
ernment of Colombia, which is more thrifty in 
such matters than the United States, last year 
sold the gambling privileges to aman named 
Garcia for $100,000 Colombian currency (about 
$70,000 in gold), this year no bid was made, 
therefor and an effort is being made to collect 
arevenue by arresting individual gamblers.
